A MIXED MARRIAGE. 
é' ——_¢——— 
WIFE’S SUIT AGAINST 


HUSBAND. 


sefore Mr. Justice Dodd, sitting. yesterday 
without a jury, the matrimonial suit was heard 
in which the petitioner is Mrs. Maria Frances 
Sinclair, of Chilham House, Rathfarnham, Co. 
Dublin, and the respondent Mr. Henry W. 
Sinclair, her husband. The petitioner sought 
a decree for the restitution of conjugal rights. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., Mr. Swayne, K.C., and 
.Mr. Frederick Matheson (instructed by Mesers. 
Matheson, Ormsby and Prentice) ap for 
the petitioner; and Mr. eant Hanna and 
Mr. Phelps (instructed by Messrs. F. M. Fitt 
and Co.) for the respondent. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., in stating the case for 
the petitioner, said the answer that had 
been filed raised the question of jurisdiction ; 
it said that. there was a verbal agreement in 
March, 1913, for separation, and it also re- 
ferred to certain proceedings taken in Scot- 
land between the parties, the suggestion being, 
first, that his lordship had no jurisdiction at 
all, atm secondly, that, even if he had, this 
agreement for separation which the answer 
said was arrived at in March, 1913, deprived 
the petitioner of the right to obtain redress. 

The petitioner was married to the respon- 
dent on the 19th February, 1912, at the 
University Church, in St. Stephen’s Green, 
Dublin. The petitioner was a Catholic; the 
respondent was a Presbyterian. Counsel 
believed that the respondent agreed at the 
time of the marriage to become a Catholic. 
Whether that was carried out or not counsel 
did not know. At the date of the marriage 
the respondent was employed by the firm of 
Arthur Guinness, Son and Co. at a branch 
office in Glasgow, and he suggested in his 
answer that. at the date of the marriage and 
down to the present time his domicile was 
Scottish. He was transferred from Glasgow 
to Guinness’s in 1919, and from the date of 
his transfer in 1919 down to the date of the 
filing of the petition and down to the present 
moment his residence has been in or near 
Dublin, and at the same time the residence 
of the petitioner was in Dublin. 

After the marriage they went to live at 
11 Battlefield Gardens; Glasgow, until 
March or early in April, 1913. In February, 
1915, the petitioner got extremely ill. She 
was attacked with some tubercular complaint 
and very seriously threatened with consump- 
tion. Three doctors saw her in Glasgow, one 
of whom was Dr. Sinclair, father of the re- 
spondent, The result of their consultations 
was that they decided that it was absolutely 
imperative for her, as soon as she could leave, 
to go to the country. The question was dis- 
cussed between the parties, and Th was gug- 
gested, and acquiesced in for the time being 
by the respondent, that she should go te her 
relatives in the County Kilkenny, 


HUSBAND’S OBJECTION. 


For reasons which, perhaps, would be ex- 
plained later on on the other side, the re- 
spondent subsequently must have changed his 
mind, with the result that on the 31st March, 
1915, Messrs. Stevenson and Brownlie, solici- 
tors for the respondent, wrote to Mrs. 
Sinclair :— 

“Mr. H. W. Sinclair, your husband, {n- 
structs us to intimate to you that he declines 
to agree to your leaving his house, as he 
understands you propose to do. He informs 
us that part of the household effects were 
removed on Saturday to the house taken by 
you at 25 Battlefield avenue, and that he is

DIVORCE AFTER 37 YEARS,

INTERESTING LEGAL. POINT. 


Yesterday, in the Conrt of Appeal, jadg- 
ment was delivered in favour of the appel- 
lant (husband), in the matrimonial case of 
Ella Courtney v. Michael Courtney, by the 
Lord Chief Justice, Lord Justice Ronan, and 
Mr. Justice Dodd. At the trial of the suit, 
before the late Mr. Justice Gordon and a jury 
in July last, the petitioner, Mrs. ey, 
obtained a decree of divorce a mensa et thoro 
against her husband, who appealed, contend: 
ing that judgment should have been entered 
for him, ere was an interesting question 
of law involved in the case. 

The parties, it appeared, were married in 
New York in 1886, where the husband worked 
as a horeeshoer. He had come from 
Monaghan, and his wife-from Tipperary. Re- 
turning to Ireland, they lived on a farm in 
the Co. Monaghan for the past twenty years. 
Mrs. Courtney alleged cruelty accompanied 
by violence against her husband, which began 
in 1909 and was continued till she left his 
house in May, 1921. A separation deed was 
drawn up between them, with the assistance 
and advice of the parish priest, by which she 
received £150. On behalf of the husband it 
was contended that his wife was estop by 
the agreement from proceeding for a divorce, 
the husband‘alleging that the divorce suit Lad 
been instituted to extract money from 
him, he having in the emeantime sold 
his farm. The case came before the 
Coart of Appeal on a new trial, 
mction, The marriage took place in a 
Catholic church in New York in 1886, and 
there had been three children, all of whom 
were dead. 

‘Mr. Justice Dodd, delivering the judgment 
of the Court, stated that the husband and 
wife lived an unhappy life. The husband 
treated the wife with cruelty, and brought 
accusations of misconduct against her, which 
she strenuously denied. aving referred to 
the evidence, the judge pointed out that the 
two matters in controversy in the case were— 
Whether the agreement ebtveee the parties 
was an agreement against public policy, and 
whether there was evidence to support such 
a contract. Having reviewed several authori- 
ties, his lordship said that the appeal was 
allowed, but an order was made directing 
that the husbana should pay the costs. 

The other members of the Court concurred. 
_ Serjeant Hanna and Mr. J. Geoghegan (in- 
stiucted by Mr. A, A. Wells) appeared for 
the appellant; and Mr. Lardner, K.C.; Mr. 
Wood, K.C., and Mr. Lavery (instructed by 
Mr. John J. Early) were for the petitioner.

EDUCATION: 


Danger of 
Overworking Girls. 


the differentiation between the sexes in 

secondary education will be read in 
Ireland. This report shows that during the 
period of adolescence, say from 14-17 years, 
girls are not so strong physically as boys, 
and afe more liable to mental and nervous 
strain thar? boys; therefore, girls are less able 
to protect themselves from overwork. 

Thus, pfessure on girls of this age is to be 
avoided, for they are often passing through 
a period of mental lethargy. Boys of a

crammed with and adventure, while 
girls are more cóncerned with the emotional 


and cor ue aspects of life. 
All this suggests that, although boys and 
iris may be successfully “ co-educated ’ 
uring their earlier years, there rust be 4 
definite change in the girls’ curriculum during 
the period of adolescence—s period that has a 
far-reaching influence on later life, that is 
seldom fully realised by parents or teachers. 


Cramming. : 

In some English secondary schools there 
is no doubt that aver-organisation and 
over- e exists, and these defects are 
swim accentuated in the many county 
ca Bh gchools in existence —-w where 
eo-education is adopted. Indeed, it is little 
short of crimin the way girls are 
crammed to compete with, and often excel, 
their brothers in passing with honours 
examinations of matriculation stand at 
the early ages of 15 and 16. I havel seen 
many such victims of this vicious educational 
method, whose oe frames and haggard 
faces are an awful negation of their youth. — 

The fact is, the majority of girls are en- 
couraged to be over conscientious just at the 
time when they should be allowed to relax. 
In the average boys’ school public opinion is 
by no means against the boy who “ slacks”’ 
provided he is good ‘at sport; while the girl 
to find greatest favour in the majority of 
girls’ schools is she who has won her way to 
the top of the school by sheer “' slogging ” at 
academic work, which often spells a nervous 
breakdown in the near future. : 

For, in the words of one edncationalist, at 
the recent Conference: “If you give a girl 
too much to do, she breaks down; if you give 
a boy too much to do, he doesn’t do it.” 


WToo Academic. 


There is no doubt that most girls’ day and 
boarding schools suffer from two grave defects. 
These defects are perhaps the natural results 
of the swing of the pendulum from the meagre 
education given to girls 50 years ago. In the 
first place, education during the last 20 years 
has become too academic, and the curriculum 
in girls’ schools has been based early on 
that of boys’ schools. In the second place, 
too little attention is given to that other side 
of ‘a girl’s education—that which ‘teaches her 
how to manage a home and bring up children. 

Just as 50 or more years ago, girls were 
educated for murriage and home management 
alone, so to-day, the majority are being edu- 
cated in a way that ignores the fact that 
marriage is not merely a possibility, but a 
probability in the future of most girls. 

Granted that the majority of girls enter 
paid employment on leaving school, the ulti- 
mate aim of most is marriage and home- 


adolescence, and that of training girls in 
domestic science. 7 

Let no reader imagine that I am for one 
moment advocating a return to the older and 
more meagre fashion of educating girls. The 
inclusion of domestic science in a curriculum 

in no sense narrow the education to be 

ven to girls, to whom it can open a path to 

knowledge of many subjects. It can give to 

girls a keen interest in the affairs of the 

world, and capacity to act as “ guide, 

philosopher, and friend ” of the future citizens 
of the race. . 

A cúrrículium that treata boys and girls as 
replicas of gne another is unsound physiologi- 
cally and psychologically. We can only hope 
that the widespread discuasion aroused by the 
report will lead to the fuller and wiser educa- 


tion for girls. *

THE GARDEN. 


SOME PRACTICAL HINTS. 


VERYONE knows, and those most of all 
that contend with the various difficalties 
besetting both amateur and professional 

gardeners, that, if gardens are not made in a 
day, much less #0 are gardeners. The only 
road to knowledge is the year in and year out 
work and the experience of one's mistakes. 
So if, after the couple of years’ training that 
is the eqecsment of most women gardeners, 
they realise how little they know, possibly 
those two years have not been altogether 
wasted. 

It is hard to say what makes a garden. You 
can hardly cal! an allotment one; but flowers, 
fruit trees, paths to walk on, and & wall are 
good ingredients. Also, if the gardener wants 
the fun of raising all his plants from seed— 
and this is always economical, and necessary 
when remote from nurseries—then a frame or 
old-house are essential also. 

A certain degree of heat is necegsary for 
raising seedlings, and gthis- you can produce 
with what iggglied a hot-bed, of fresh stable 
manure, mi with leaves. Your early 
Brussels sprouts, cauliflowers, cabbages, 
celery, leeks and. onions can all be sown in

On the 2nd April Mrs. Sinclair replied :— 

‘In reply, will you kindly inform my 
husband, Mr. H. W. Sinclair, that for the 
present I am entirely in the doctor’s hands. 
and have been for the past seven weeks? He 
thinks my being removed in my present. con- 
dition would be very injurious to my health. 
Some weeks since the doctor and Dr. Parry— 
a consultant—stated that it would be neces- 
sary for me, when fit, to be removed to the 
country and reside there for at least four to 
six months. To this my husband readi 
agreed, and suggested my home in Ireland, 
and urged me, in presence of the doctor, to go 
there. Consequently I have made arrange- 
ments to go to my old home.” 

Mrs. Sinclair went to Ireland on the 14th 
April, 1913, and she remained there for six 
or seven months. The result of her staying 
there was that she recovered in a most mar- 
vellous way, and got much better. 

Counsel referred to other correspondence. 
On the 30th July, 1913, the solicitors for the 
respondent wrote to the solicitors for the 
petitioner that the house was still open and 
ready for Mrs. Sinclair if she desired to 
return. On the 2lst November, 1913, Mrs. 
Sinclair went back to Glasgow, but before she 
left Ireland she wrote to her husband, ad- 
dressing him as “Dear Harry,” and stating 
that as her health was now completely 
restored, she would return to him on Friday. 
On the llth November the respondent's 
solicitor wrote, statiyé that as Mrs. Sinclair 
had not responded # her husband’s previous 
invitation to return, he had, in the mean- 
time, ffiven up his house and gone into 
lodgings. The letter also asked her not to 
o to his office, as that ‘‘ would probably ket 
m into trouble with his emplvyers.”’ 

The home in Glasgow was broken up about 
two days before she returned, and apparently 
was broken up after the receipt by the respon- 
dent of his wife's letter of the 10th Novem- 
ber, 1913, informing him of her desire and 
intentions of coming to him. She went tea 
hotel, Her husband had gone to reside with 
his mother.

{1CAUSES AND CONSEQUENCES. 
Sir Bampfiyde Fuller writes on a variety 
-| of subjects with considerable acuteness. 
The genesis of his collection of essays 
seems to lie in the fact that he possesses 
a logical mind, which is distressed by the 
lack of definiteness in the common use of 


terms. We take the very first one he 
analyses, and that is the confusion 
between race and nationality, Here we 


may hint that as we read his essays we 
were stimulated and sometimes provoked, 
and our provocation is due to the authors 
hesitancy to employ an illustration to 
prove his point. 

Sir Bampfiyde Fuller remarks that 
language is a mere convention, and that 
as an indication of race it is hardly more 
trustworthy than religion. Then he pro- 
ceeds to show that all races are hybrids, 
for they are the. results of racial 
admixture. The author cogently draws 
attention to the fact that, allowing a 
family to double its numbers in each 
generation, in seven centuries a foreign 
element introduced by a single cross- 
marriage will have extended its influence 
to nearly a million persons. 

It is instructive to note that a distin- 
guished [Irish scholar, Sir William Ridge- 
way, lays stress on eae opinion that the 
dominant classes nei Greece and 
Rome were norther® immigrants—pre- 
cursors of the Goths and Vandals, and of 
the Normans who fell upon Naples, Sicily, 
and Greece in comparatively recent times. 
-We note that among the heroes of the 
Homeric poems Me~elnus and Ulysses are 
described as yellow-haired ; and the Greek 
girls of the Tariagra figurines contrast 
strongly with the modern type in being 
tall and fair. There is much else in this 
essay which commarnids our attention; but 
we pass on, simply referring to the 
author’s careful discussion of the social 
ties which link men into communities, ties 
such as ideas of identity in blood, ideas 
of interest, and ideas of domicile. 

Sir Bampflyde Fuller is interested in 
pursuing analogies between the ancients 
and children. This he works out in the 
following fashion:—The Greek world in 
the days of Homer was young. The poems 
he wrote describing it are pictures. of 
| ancient life set on a stage of extreme 
| simplicity. Games, for example, were of 
| the simplest nature. The chariot races 
of the Iliad took place on a stony, ravine- 
cut plain, with a stump ‘for the turning- 
point. We are reminded of the impro- 
vised expedients of children at: “play. 
Masters and servants lived in the closest 
intimacy. A princess could assist her 
maids with the family washing. It is 
obvious, we think, that our author pos- 
sesses a fresh eye, and he can compel the 
| reader to share his freshness. 

In his analysis of liberty, every now and 
then he drops a significant remark or in- 
cident. Here is one arising out of his 
Indian experience. -He wants to point out 
that a democracy can hardly %e efficient 
in military affairs, and he instances the 
case of the republics of ancient days. 
Then he tells the tale of the hill tribes 
inhabiting the country between Assam and 
| Burma. These tribes are governed 
democratically. One of them petitioned 
the author for the annexation of their 
territory, since they needed protection 
against a roving band of warriors from 
the south. There were objections to an 
extension of their boundaries, and Sir 
Bampfiyde Fuller asked their headmen 
why they did not drive the intruders out, 
as their numbers were comparatively 
small. “We cannot fight them,” they re- 
| plied, “they are led by a Raja, while we 
have only village councils.”

The Voice of Commerce. 

The proposed Customs barrier between 
the Free State and the six counties of 
Northern Ireland was one’ of the chief 
topics of discussion at the meeting of the 
Southern Irish Chambers of Commerce 
in Dublin yesterday. The Government's 
intention to establish a Customs frontier 
along the two hundred mile border was 
announced last Friday, and took the com- 
mercial community completely by surprise. 
Many arguments have been advanced in 
favour of the proposed scheme, and there 
is no doubt that the Free State, under the 
Constitution, has every right to take this 
step. The consensus of opinion at yester- 
day's meeting, howerer, was that the 
decision was “sprung’’ on the country too 
quickly. The Constitution empowers the 
Free State Government to maintain the 
existing condition of affairs until April 
1st, 1924, and business men generally feel 
that the Ministry of Finance would have 
been well advised for the time being to 
allow sleeping dogs to lie. Several dele- 
gates from the various Chambers of Com- 
yesterday this view.

America’s Ships. 


America's dreamin o f becoming the world + 
greatest shipping “ona has been shattered. 
Congress has refused to the Ship 
Subsidy Bill, and thus President Harding's 
hope that American goods would be carried 
in American ships to every port in the 
world cannot be fulfilled. It was towards 
the end of 1917, when the German U-boats 
were sinking British ships at such a rate 
that these islands were faced with starva- 
tion and the transport of troops was ex- 
ceedingly precarious, -that the United 
States embarked upon its great building 
Shipyards sprang up in the 
the whole of the countrys 
Steel ships and 
according

night, and 
resources were mobilised. 
wooden ships, all constructed 
to standard patterns, were produced in a 
remarkably short space of time, and the 
work was continued day and night. It 
was a magnificent effort, and, undoubtedly, 
it was one of the factors that averted the 
defeat of the Allies. It secured to these 
islands an adequate supply of foodstuffs, 
and it released the pick of Britain’s mer- 
cantile fleet for the all-important task of 
transporting men and munitions to the far- 
flung battle front. For it the Allies owe 
the United States a deep debt of gratitude. 
Owing to the circumstances in which they 
were built many of the vessels would not 
have been passed Al at Lloyd's. There 
were faults in design and workmanship 
which could not have been overlooked 
except in.a great emergency, and some of 
the steamers were actually unseaworthy. 
These defects, however, did not matter at 
the time ; the vessels served their purpose. 
Altogether 1,400 steel vessels, with a 
displacement of over 10,000,000 tons, were 
constructed at a cost exceeding £600,000,000. 
When peace came the United States 
Government was reluctant to disperse 
such a fleet. Ambition overcame busi- 
ness prudence, and it was decided to. retain 
the ships and run them as a State enter- 
prise. At the time there was a dearth ‘of 
tonnage The war-ravaged countries were 
crying out for food and clothing and: manu- 
factured goods of all descriptions ; freights 
were high, and the business prospered. 
Britain, more far-seeing, had taken the 
other course. She, too, had built many 
standard ships; but a State shipping 
concern had no attractions for her, and 
she sold them all at a handsome profit. 
The inevitable slump came towards the 
‘end of 1919; and one by one the American 
ships were laid aside to rust in disuse 
and ‘to deteriorate in value. President 
Harding, in order to save something from 
the wreck, Wrought forward Jhis Subsidy 
Bill, and painted a wonderful picture of 
what might be achieved. “With the full 
fleet in commission the American flag 
would be seen on every sea; new markets 
would be opened for American goods; 
unemployment would disappear; .and, in 
time, Britain would lose her job as the 
“world’s carrier.” ‘All the arts of the 
expert propagandist were used to fix this 
picture in the taxpayers’ minds; but the 
taxpayers did not like it. They knew that 
for a long time the fleet had been operated 
at & monthly loss of £3,600,000 and shat

| misman agement, Therefore, they resolved 
that, instead of spending more money, 
they would cut their losses. 

It is estimated that, by selling her 
mercantile fleet, America will lose about 
£570,000,000 of its initial cost. Mr. Albert 
Lasker, the. Chairman of the Shipping 
Board, intends to place the ships on -the 
market gradually and to take whatever 
he can get for them. When some of the 
280 wooden steamers were put up for 
auction some time ago there was only one 
bid—£450 apiece. Probably al] except the 
best ships will be bought by shipbreakers. 
This will be a tremendous advantage to 
British trade. It will rid the world of 
10,000,000 tons of surplus shipping and 
hasten the demand for well-built vessels 
which can be run economically. In the 
construction of vessels of this kind Britain 
has no equal. . The cost of production has 
fallen to an economic level, and, with the 
possible exception of Germany, there is no 
country in the world where contracts can 
be placed on. such favourable terms. 
British ship-owners, too, will benefit. So 
long as the American flcéf, or even part 
of it, was rup at a loss for the purpose 
of forcing open the doors of the. world’s 
markets for American traffic freights were 
bound to remain at a low level, and a 
revival of the shipping trade’s, prosperity 
was impossible. Now the way has beer 
cleared, and a new chapter has been 
opened in the history of the British mer- 
cantile marine. America has paid dearly 
for her experiment in State ownership, 
and it is to be hoped that her experience 
will make other, and poorer, countries 
pause before they decide to interfere with 
private enterprise.
